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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding clainn 1, Applicant alleges that there 
is no motivation in Heijboer to use a cathode with an insulating layer in a vacuum microelectronic device such as that disclosed in Khan 
et al. The Examiner respectfully disagrees and directs Applicant to column 1, lines 51-59, where Heijboer discloses using a cathode with 
a protective insulative layer on it allows the cathode to be heated to the desired emission temperature at a faster rate and at a low power. 
The Examiner notes that Heijboer was cited to show that one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to include a first insulating 
layer on the cathode of Khan in view of Heijboer's teaching. 

Second, Applicant alleges since there is no heater or indirect heating in the Khan cathode, there is no motivation to add an insulating 
layer to the cathode of Khan. The Examiner respectfully disagrees and directs Applicant to column 8, line 35 to column 9, line 30, 
wherein Khan discloses a manufacturing process of the device and which the electrodes are subjected to various heating procedures. A 
layer of insulating material will help protect the electrodes from becoming damaged during manufacturing process. This is merely one 
reason why one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to add an insulating layer to the cathode of Khan. 

Thirdly, regarding claims 4-6, 8, and 21 Applicant's arguments are persuasive and the claims would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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
